Arts education should be an 
important part of America’s school 
curriculum from kindergarten 
through high school. That was 
the recommendation of the Na- 
tional Endowment for the Arts 
report to Congress last spring. 
Not “holiday” art (Thanksgiving 
turkeys, Mother's Day cards), 
but rather, arts education that 
would have four purposes: to 
learn about civilization; to foster 
creativity; to teach effective com- 
munication; to provide tools for 
the assessment of what one 
reads, sees and hears. 

The agency s specific recom- 
mendation was that 15 percent 
of class time be spent on art 
education for elementary, mid- 
dle and junior high school levels, 
and that two high school courses 


in the arts be a prerequisite for 
college admission. In high school, 
arts education should include 
course offerings in music, 
theater, dance, film and design, 
as well as painting and sculp- 
ture. In the Foreword tc the re- 
port, Frank Hodsoll, Chairman 
of the National Endowment for 
the Arts, acknowledges the pri- 
macy of scientific and tech- 
nological challenges in the 21st 
century, but goes on to say: “Less 
obviously, many of the challenges 
will be cultural. They will pose 
questions concerning what it is to 
be an American and what our 
civilization stands for. Education 
in the arts can help with this.” 
America’s presidents, going 
back to the founding fathers, 
have spoken and written on the 
importance of the arts to the 
educational process and to 


democracy. John Adams, in a 
letter to his wife in 1780, wrote: 
“I must study politics and war 
that my sons may have liberty to 
study mathematics and philoso- 
phy. My sons ought to study

geography, natural history and 
naval architecture, navigation,

A fresh new year, a great 
chance to turn over a new leaf. 
Adults commonly make New 
Year's resolutions, frequently 
breaking them soon after. But is 
the New Year's resolution a good 
tool for children? 

New Year’s resolutions can be 
useful for children, but there are 
some things parents should first 
consider, according to Dr. Michael 
Jellinek, a pediatrician and child 
psychiatrist at Massachusetts 
General Hospital, Boston. 

“Resolutions should never be 
imposed on a child, and they 
should not be oversimplified,” 
Jellinek says. “If you're really 
serious about changing a behav- 
ior, you have to understand why 
your child is doing it and what

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the child is getting out of it.” 
From there, he says, you and the 
child can work together to create 
a plan to change the behavior. 
Here’s an example: For the 
child who balks at attacking his 
homework, Jellinek suggests 
that the parents and the child 
discuss possible remedies— 
whether he or she needs more 
of a schedule or routine, a tutor, 
a quiet spot to do the work, ora 
reward system for homework 
done. The parents should also 
find out whether the student 
could have a mild learning dis- 
ability or difficulty in a particular 
subject area. But just resolving to 
“do my homework every night” 
probably won't work. 
And there lies one of the risks 
of resolutions. They tend to be

right to study painting, poetry, 
music, architecture...” 

In a 1936 address at Temple 
University in Philadelphia, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt said: “In- 
equality may linger in the world 
of material things, but great 
music, great literature, great art 
and the wonders of science are, 
and should be, open to all.” 

The status of art in the school 
system has never been high, but 
questions about what role art 
should play in education have 
been around since the first re- 
port to Congress in 1884. As a 
result of that report, art first ap- 
peared in schools with the 
teaching of industrial drawing in 
order that the country be com- 


petitive economically. Last 
year’s report, 100 years later, 
was only the second such report 
to Congress. 

In the 1920’s, educational 
theory shifted to a modernist ap- 
proach to art. Technique and pro- 
cess were to be learned by doing, 
not by studying the work of 
others. Art history was considered 
unrelated to art. Art was thought 
to be important as personal 
creative expression, and as a relief 
from the discipline of academic 
subjects. Such liberal thinking was 
criticized, however, in the post- 
Sputnik era of concern to keep 
pace with the Soviet Union. 
Educators and parents cracked 
down, wishing to concentrate on 
reading, mathematics, science 
and history. They also wanted 
assurance that children were, in- 
deed, progressing in these basic 
subjects; hence, testing gained 
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importance. Anything, like art, 
that did not lend itself to testing 
was educationally suspect. As a 
result, when financial cutbacks 
had to be made, it was frequent- 
ly art programs and art teachers 
that were dropped. 

Now as the tide turns, as it in- 
evitably does in education, and 
there is a new push for arts in 
the schools, classroom teachers 
with no art background are be- 
ing asked to add art education to 
the list of subjects they teach. To 
fill the gap, museums and art in- 
stitutions around the country 
have lent support and resources 
to many school systems. Most 
prominent has been The Getty 
Center for Education in the Arts, 
in Los Angeles, which estab- 
lished a model for discipline- 
based art education, in which 
children learn not only by doing 
but also by looking at works of

art and learning how, and per- 
haps why, artists create. 

During the past five years, 21 
Los Angeles school districts have 
implemented the Getty pro- 
gram, whose success will be 
evaluated and reported on with- 
in the next two years. Similar 
programs have been established 
in eight other states, with partial 
support from The Getty Center. 

There are obvious problems in 
setting up such a program: mon- 
ey, teacher training, materials, to 
start with. Furthermore, most 
school systems haven't yet reached 
a concensus on exactly what chil- 
dren should get out of art educa- 
tion and how best to present the 
subject. For these reasons, change 
will come slowly, if at all. 

But the questions are being 
asked. Two recent best-selling

optimistic, and big, and may in 
fact set up a child to fail. “There 
is a price to a failed resolution, 
and that is a sense of failure,” 
says Jellinek. 

He explains: “Most kids want 
to please their parents and suc- 
ceed at goals. They make resolu- 
tions frequently.” But when the 
resolutions are made public, 
they can also be the source of 
disappointment and embarrass- 
ment. And the last thing you 
want is a child with low self- 
esteem to fail. 

In addition, Jellinek advises 
“acknowledgment of all the 
resolutions you yourself didn’t 
keep, showing your children the 
Cs you got in school, or the 
photos taken when you were 
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overweight,” to let your children 
know that achieving change 
isn't easy. 

Jellinek also suggests that 
parents be watchful of the “too 
serious kid.” These children, he 
says, have overshot even their 
parents’ hopes, and may be 
chronic over-workers, often mim- 
icking their parents’ own hard- 
working, hard-driving life styles. 
Rather than another betterment 
resolution, these kids may need 
old-fashioned downtime. 

“And don't pressure the child; 
don’t use the resolution as an 
opportunity to tighten the 
screws,” Jellinek says. If the new 
year inspires a child to change, 


then the key is to turn this year’s 


resolutions into solutions.

ickey Mouse, citizen of the world and 
hero to millions of children, arrived in 
the Soviet Union to crowds of cheering 
fans, dignitaries, and leaders of Soviet 
animation on the eve of an historic 
event. The ceremony marked Mickey’s 
first visit to the Soviet Union—and the beginning of a nationwide 
Soviet-sponsored Disney animation festival. 

For two weeks, Disney Channel camera crews traveled across Russia 
with Mickey Mouse, Roy E. Disney, Vice Chairman of The Walt Disney 
Company, and other executives, to film this monumental tour of the 
Soviet Union—all captured in Mickey Goes to Moscow, which pre- 
mieres January 24 at 8:00 p.m. (Eastern/Pacific time). 

Mickey Mouse stands in front of St. Basil's church in Red Square. The tour and animation festival represented a further opening of doors 
between the United States and the Soviet Union. “This festival came 
about originally because the Soviets came to us and asked if we would 


be interested in bringing some of our films here,” said Roy E. Disney 
during the trip. “It’s the beginning of a new era,” he continued. “It's 
much bigger than just Disney and Mickey Mouse coming to the Soviet 


Union. It’s two countries coming closer together. And it’s very exciting.” 
The Disney animation festival was sponsored by a Soviet com- 


mission on cinematography and was kicked off with a gala premiere in 

G O z Moscow. It was the first time Disney films (except for Snow White) have 
j been officially viewed in the USSR—and they were the hottest tickets 

in town.

quest, children from local orphanages were invited to the screenings in 
Moscow, Leningrad, and Tallinn. 


Audiences had the opportunity to see 707 Dalmatians, Bambi, 
Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs, and Fantasia—plus vintage car- 
toons starring Mickey and Donald Duck. Though familiar with Disney 
characters, the Russian audience couldn't understand the dialogue. To 


bridge this communication gap, Soviet actors were hired to simul- 
taneously read translated scripts during the screening. (Of course the 
actors were coached on the voice inflections of the various characters.)

In addition to touring Moscow's historical monuments, Roy E. 
Disney and other executives visited Soyuzmultfilm Studios, the 
foremost animation facility in the Soviet Union. “Some of their anima- 
tion is done very much like ours,” said Disney. “Though some of their 
technology is primitive, their creativity makes up for it and their work 
is really quite good.” 

Disney and others were shown a series of animated Russian films, 
including The Marathon, a short cartoon created in honor of Mickey’s 
60th birthday. The film was a huge success with the visitors, as Roy E. 
Disney explained: “It was an absolutely beautiful tribute to Mickey. We 
were all choked up; my wife was in tears.” 

While Disney executives were visiting the animation studios, Mickey 
was enjoying a tour of another sort. Misha the Bear, a popular 
animated Russian character and mascot for the 1980 Moscow Olym- 
pics, led Mickey through Red Square. There were many parents and 
children in the square, but as one member of the Disney team re- 
marked, their initial reaction to Mickey was different from that of 
American children: “The people were very leery at first,” said Suzanne 
Stevens, Director of Production for The Disney Channel special.

In Stevenson’s novel, Jim’s father is done 
in, and Long John becomes a father figure who 
turns out to be a crook. Yet Jim can never en- 


tirely reject Long John, and that reflects what is 
true between many fathers and sons, this love- 
hate relationship over which a deep sense of 
loyalty prevails.” 

Playing that dynamic rogue Silver is gifted 
English actor Brian Blessed (who appeared in 
the London production of Cats, as well as in 
such TV projects as 4, Claudius and The Last 
Days of Pompeii). “Silver is a man of enormous 
breadth,” Blessed observes. “He is highly in- 
telligent, possesses an enormous love for life— 
but he’s also a killer. He doesn't enjoy killing, 
but he will not hesitate to kill if someone stands 
in his way. Yet, in the end, there are only three 
things Silver really cares about: himself, his pas- 
sion for life—and Jim Hawkins.” 

Christopher Guard portrays Hawkins, the re- 
cent Oxford graduate who returns once more to 
the pirate-haunted seas of his youth. “This Jim 
Hawkins is older and more intellectual,” Guard 
says of the character. “He’s actually pretty 
tough—he seems to be able to handle most 
situations. It was an extremely physical role— 
and since I seemed to fight nearly every 
character, I had to learn to fight, fence, and 
swashbuckle my way through 10 hours.” 

Disney's Return to Treasure Island carries on 
the tradition of Stevenson’s original. It’s an ex- 
citing swashbuckler filled with pirates, Spanish 
grandees intent on contesting English rule in the 
Caribbean, damsels in distress—even an infer- 
nal plot against Jim in the very plantation he 
travels to Jamaica to oversee. And of course, 
there is always the fascinating figure of Long 
John Silver, rogue, pirate—surely one of the 
most irrepressible and magnificent characters in 
all of literature. It’s 10 wonderful hours which, 
like Treasure Island itself, will work its magic on 
all the members of the family. =

In this world television premiere, 
three young Americans 
capture a castaway Russian sailor. 


n a violent, stormy night, a 
Russian intelligence ship 
lurks off Key West, Florida. 
Its mission: to obtain a top-secret device from 
an American willing to turn it over to the Soviets. 
But can the Russians send a small life raft ashore 
to pick up the mysterious device? The ship’s 
captain thinks not, but intelligence officer Sulov 
insists. He dragoons the young radioman Mischa 
rand another companion into rowing him to land. 
Mischa, who, like his captain, thinks the whole 
mission madness, soon finds himself fighting for 
his very life in the raging surf. 

Thus begins the adventure-comedy film 
Russkies, which receives its world television 
premiere on The Disney Channel on Saturday, 
January 28 at 7:00 p.m. (Eastern/Pacific time). 
It’s a tale of how trust, common sense, and 
friendship triumph over the fear, hate, and 
suspicions that divide the people of two very 
different societies. 

For Mischa, who believes he is the lone sur- 
vivor of his mission, being stranded in America 
is the worst possible fate. But then he is cap- 
tured—not by the authorities, but by three 
young, patriotic American boys who view Rus- 
sians as enemies. When Danny, Jason and 
Adam try to alert their parents to Mischa’s ex- 
istence, and even display his Russian naval 
code book, it’s to no avail. They’re just boys, 
after all, playing the games that boys will play. 

Portraying the shipwrecked Russian soldier 
Mischa is Whip Hubley, whose past credits in- 
clude Top Gun. The three young Americans 
who discover Mischa, and at first hold him pris- 
oner, are played by Leaf Phoenix (who appeared 
in SpaceCamp and is also the younger brother of 
actor River Phoenix), Peter Billingsley (A 
Christmas Story), and Stefan DeSalle (Beat Street). 

Left to their own devices, the boys find their 


suspicions of Mischa waning. Not that that is an 
easy step. After all, two of them are service 
“brats,” and all three are devoted to a comic book 
character named Sergeant Slammer. Slammer’s 
enemies are, naturally, the Russkies. (In one en- 
chanting sequence, the boys come face to face 
with their hero Sgt. Slammer, a performer in a 
rocket belt making a public appearance.) But 
trust does come, though grudgingly and soon 
the three and Mischa are fast friends. The boys 
even realize that Mischa must return to his 
ship. And as Key West prepares to celebrate 
the Fourth of July, they hatch a plot to return 
Mischa to his countrymen. 
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Russkies is picture-perfect entertainment for 
the whole family. The young protagonists are 
delightful, and their friendship rings true with 
the exuberant emotions of youth. Moreover, 
Russkies has a timely message: that trust can 
win out over fear, that friendship is stronger 
than hate, and that even people from opposing 
societies share common bonds.

ustralia—it is the only nation which 

occupies an entire continent. And this 

“land down under” has always exerted 

a pull on the American imagination. 
Perhaps that is because both Australia and 
America share many traditions in common, as 
if one were the shadowy mirror image of the 
other. Both countries can lay claim to a “wild 
west”; both countries experienced the manic 
days of a gold rush; both countries possess 
unique variations of English, their mother 
tongue. And in the last decade, be it with the 
America’s Cup or the emergence of the 
Australian film industry as an international 
force, more and more Americans have focused 
their attention on this land which seems so dis- 
tant yet so familiar. 

For all of America’s fascination with things 
Australian—particularly the colorful characters 
that have populated her Outback—how do 
Australians see themselves and their land? A 
partial answer to that question can be had on 
February 25, at 9:00 p.m., with the US tele- 
vision premiere of Macauley’s Daughter. The 
film, which stars Bryan Brown (whose past 
credits include the recent movies Cocktail and 
F/X, as well as the miniseries The Thornbirds 
and A Town Like Alice), is based on D'Arcy 
Niland’s classic Australian novel of the same 
title. It is the tale of Macauley, a fierce, proud in- 
dependent man who roams Australia. But 
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unlike the “jolly swagman of “Waltzing 
Matilda,” this Australian drifter carries with 
him a shiralee—a burden. It is a burden with 
two legs and a cabbage hat, as D’Arcy Niland 
describes it, for accompanying Macauley on his 
travels is his young daughter Buster. 

Macauley’s Daughter is a period piece, set in 
the late 1940s and early 1950s. It was a time 
when Australia was still a remote, self- 
contained society in regard to the rest of the 
world. (Though her soldiers had fought in two 
World Wars.) Yet the film, with its focus on the 
growing love between a daughter and father, 
feels completely contemporary, as the film’s 
producer Bruce Moir points out. 

“It’s set just before television was introduced 
to the country,” Moir observes, “when Australia 
lost its innocence and joined the global com- 
munity. But the story contains many contem- 
porary issues, from a father’s involvement in 
parenting, to single parenting, custody con- 
flicts, and a man’s inner emotional conflicts. 

“In a sense, Macauley is the classic Australian 
macho man. Suddenly he’s stuck with his 
young daughter and has to come to terms with 
the softer, more feminine side of his person- 
ality. It’s difficult for him, but it is exactly what 
Australian men are trying to do now.” 

Playing Macauley is Bryan Brown, one of a 
group of fine Australian actors who has at-

AN OLYMPIC DREAM: 
The Follow- 


They aspired to compete in the 
Summer Olympics—here’s how 
that dream turned out. 


his past August, The Disney Channel 
presented An Olympic Dream, a doc- 
umentary created by celebrated sports 
filmmaker Bud Greenspan. In the pro- 
gram, Greenspan focused on an international 
group of young amateur athletes who shared a 
common dream: winning the right to compete 
in their first Olympics, the 1988 Summer Games 
neld in Seoul, Korea. For Greenspan, whose in- 
terest in athletics has always been focused on 
the human dimensions of competition, it was an 
opportunity to explore the courage, dedication, 
and sacrifice required of Olympic contenders. 

On Saturday, February 18, at 4:00 p.m. (East- 
ern/Pacific time), The Disney Channel pre- 
sents the premiere of An Olympic Dream: The 
Follow-Up. in this special Greenspan returns to 
the young contenders he surveyed this past 
summer, and records the endings of their 
stories. It is not just a tale of triumph—or a 
chronicle of defeat. Rather it is a series of stir- 
ring portraits. For some, such as Janet Evans, 
the Olympic dream was fulfilled. For others, 
the hope of competing in the Olympics was a 
dream deferred. And then there were the ath- 
letes who, while not winning medals, experi- 
enced the joy of participating in an Olympiad. 
Janet Evans’ first appearance in the Olympic 
Games was a pure triumph. “She won three 
gold medals,” Greenspan points out, “and at 
the very beginning of her career. If there had 
been a 1500 meters freestyle race in Seoul—the 
event in which she had set her world record— 
she probably would have won a fourth medal.” 
Greenspan adds, “She was a delight—her reac- 
tions to winning and to the Olympics were so 
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natural, as when she said she was looking for- 
ward to going home and seeing her friends and 
schoolmates. It was the response you used to 
see in athletes twenty or thirty years ago.” 
Denise Parker, the young archer profiled in 
An Olympic Dream, also competed in the 
Games. “She won a silver medal in the team 
competition,” Greenspan says, “but didn’t win 
an individual medal. She performed well and 
to the best of her ability. There were just older, 
stronger, more experienced athletes competing.” 
But athletic competition is more than victory 
or defeat. And as Greenspan observes, “We also 
intend to follow-up on those who did not win a 
berth on their country’s team. For example, in 
An Olympic Dream, we profiled two Korean 
archers along with Denise Parker. They didn't 
make it to the Games. Their classmates did— 
and won gold medals. We will also show the 
two American boxers we chronicled watching 
the Olympic boxing matches at home, as well as 
the Yugoslavian swimmer, who did make it to 
the Games. In fact, she competed in two of 
Janet Evans’ events, but didn’t win a medal.” 
An Olympic Dream: The Follow-Up is but 
a prologue for Greenspan. The man who made 
16 Days of Glory, the official film of the 1984 
Los Angeles Summer Olympics, is working on 
both official films for the 1988 Olympics. (And 
both will receive their world television pre- 
mieres on The Disney Channel in 1989.) 
“Sports is living drama,” Greenspan observes. 
“It’s about human beings striving for perfec- 
tion, and meeting with victory or defeat as cir- 
cumstance dictates. And in that lies the power 
and beauty of competition.” E
